LEADING BURNS TO
NANARAS D008

Detective Reveals Methods
in Pursuing Participants
in “Dynamite War."”

Willlam J. Burns, the nemesis of the
McNamaras, was called into the “dy-
namite war,” ns he termed the conflict
which had been waging for five years
between the American Bridge Company
and the International Asseciation of
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers.
There had been nearly fifty dynamite
outrages ngalnst ‘‘opeén shop'” employes
and no concluslve evidence of m coms-
mon origly had been unearthed,

“We were called by telegraph to In-
vestigate the dynamiting of some bridge
girders of the McClintic-Marshall Con-
struction Company, which was bullding
& bridge across the Illinols river at East
Peorin,”" suld Burns, just before he left
for L.os Angeles to attend the trial
“This was on Beptember 4, 1910, Nitro-
Elycerin  had evidently been used and
we were fortunate encugh to discover
an unexploded clockwork bomb,

Clues Not Left.

“In many of the explosions that pre-
ceded this one no vestige of a clue was
left. This clockwork bomb was a tan-
talizing, mute, Inscrutable witness for
dayn. Everything used In making It was
ordinary stock such as any man might
purchase at any hardware shop. The
only promising clue appeared to be the

can ocontaining the nitroglyeerin. The
problem was to find the tinsmith who
had manufactured the can.

“Here the newspapers proved of great
ald. On the night of the McClintle-
Marshall explosion the shops of the Lu-
cas Bridige and Iron Company had been
blown to'pleces; six adjacent bulldings

were wrecked and the night watchman
seriously Injured. M. J. Morehard, a
manufacturer, of Portignd, Ind., saw

the description of the cans In the pa-
pers and came to Peoria, He recog-
nized the cans as having come from his
fuctory. This gave us the end of the
slring, and soon we were anraveling the
knot plece by plece,

“Morehard recalled one ‘J. W. Me-
nitroglycerin  ostensibly for use in a
quarry in Peorta. McGraw had directed
attention to Indlanapolis by telling of &
'‘G. W. Clark,” of Indianapolls. Our op-
eratives went there and got on the track
of two men, one answering ‘MeGraw,’
who had been heard talking familiarly
of John J. McNamarn, secretary-treas-
urer of the lronworkers, We shadowed
McNamara night and day.

Watching Rewarded.

*“It was at this point In our Investiga-
tion that the Times explosion occurred.
While the Times bullding was still on
fire the gardener found a bomb In the
basement of the residence of General
Otls. This bomb was exploded In the
ptreet and the holel In the ground it
made has been boxed and preserved as
evidence,

“The bomb placed In Ahe shrubbery of
the home of the secretary of the Mer-
chams and Manufacturers' Association
was preserved intact, Thiz bomb was
an exact duplicate of the Peorin bomb.

“Back to Indianapolis we went Our
watching was soon rewarded.

~ SOLYED MYSTERY

Manigal, Althouﬁh He

Had But One Faint

" "Clue in Case.

Few detective stories pre more thrill-
ing than that purrounding the strange
cane of the McNamara brothers, dyna-
miters, who, on October 1, 1910, aceord-
ing to thelr seneational confeasion, blew
up the Los Angeles Times bullding and
snuffed out twenly-one lives.

There was but one clue to the perpe-
trators of the crime that shooked Call-
fornla and horrified the entire natlon.
Gen. Harrison OGray Otls, owner and
editor of the paper, was a pronounced
foe of organized labor In Los Angeles.
The dynamite theory In the cast was

rengthened a few days later when a

lockwork bomb was found in the home
of_General OuUs.

The effect of the e odo“ at the
newspaper office was frightful. Walle
collapsed, foors were splintered, and
flames arose from the wer to
the upper storles, With hundreds of
members of familles of the men em-
ployed in the bullding, and thousands of
spectators crowding the fire lines, the
charred bodles of the men, some of t
ition, were taken,
one by one, from the ruins for twelve

hours.
Burns Summoned.

The mayor of Los Angeles xnew of
the work of Willlam J. Burns In con-
victing SBan Yrarncleco gralters and of
his record in other notable cases, amd
summaoned him.
